the sum of ?1,500 a year. 


This rental, be it understood, was 


paid yearly lor a small portion of a 
piece of property for which the present 
owner originally paid J100 and which 
this commonwealth is now asked to 
buy back for 350 times the sum which 
was originally paid. The 
J.1BOO in- 


cludes both rental and taxes, the lat- 
ter amounting to two or three hundred 
dollars.

The Ogunquit corporation hired the 


property in order that it might be 
opened and free of access to the-mem-( 
bers of the summer colony. "Without 
a. beach that is open to the summer 
colonists, it is claimed that the resort 
property would become worthless or 
nearly so. In 1919 the Osunquit cor- 
poration rented the beach of Mr. Tib- 
betts for a term of 10 years. This was 
a renewal of a lease that had been 
previously held by the corporation. 


Xow this would all be very well were 


it not for the fact that Owner- Tibbetts 
threatens to sell Osunquit Beach, sand 
dunes and all, making it forever inac- 
cessible to the public. The lease has 
six years more to run, but Mr. Tibbetts 
has attacked the same, claiming that 
it is void by reason of violation of con- 
tract on the part of the corporation.

turbance to production caused by the 
walkout could not be made good and 
the harm done the Industry repaired in 
this manner. It was stated that the 
broadcasting far'and wide of news of 
this temporary interruption of work in 
Lynn could not but have a harmful 
effect on Lynn's'shoe industry.

The Electric Road Problem. 


There ought to be public spirit enough in Dover, Ports- 


mouth, Kittery, Eliot and York to save the electric railroad 
lines serving this territory. In this connection it will not be 
out of place to state that it is time for the people to wipe out of 
their minds the belief that this line is wanted by any connect- 
ing roads or any electric companies here or elsewhere. The 
line here in Portsmouth is for sale and in a short time it will be 
disposed of in some way by the Boston & Maine for the reason 
that it cannot operate it at a profit. That the line here with a 
portion across the river could be run at a fair profit on a re- 
duced capital there is no question in the minds of those who 
have looked into the proposition. These lines a'n needed and 
some way should be found to save them. 


What-System for Our Prisons? 


Ofncmls of the Deer Island house of correction have an- 


nounced that they v/iH launch-what is to them a new experi- 
ment—namely, the placing of letter boxes in the corridors for 
the use of prisoners in offering suggestions. 


The state commissioner of prisons has recently stated that 


such boxes, to which he carries the key, are provided in all the 
penal institutions under the state administration. These boxes 
are for complaints or appeals addressed by the prisoners to any 
state official. 


In both cases the purpose is to afford an outlet for the ex- 


pression of prisoners*' opinions. Only a part of the material 
brought to the attention of officials in this manner will be of 
ay value. But the existence of those letter boxes should con- 
stitute an assurance to the prisoners that they will not be cruel- 
ly or unreasonably treated by their keepers. 


We note also that the Deer island heads have been studying 


the Osborne system and are-much impressed by it. At Charles- 
town, on the other hand, ihe methods are viewed somewhat 
less favorably. 


Thomas Mott Osborne is unquestionably right in advocating 


considerate treatment of prisoners, and an increasing empha- 
sis on making them over into good citizens whenever that can 
be done. The question is: How far does society dare go in 
softening the asperities of prison life ? How far can it go with- 
out removing whatever terrors our penal institutions still hold 
for evildoers ? 


Some of the success of Mr. Osborne at Sing Sing, Ports- 


mouth and elsewhere has been due to his personality. Other 
men could ndt apply his methods in their entirety and expect 
equally good results. 


Also there is this to remember. Many of the model prisons 


that have been written up in the magazines aren't quite so rosy 
as they are represented to be.. There was a southern prison, 
for instance, that let its prisoners work out in the fields without 
any fence around them or any armed guard. Attendants ex- 
plained to visitors that'the men were placed on their honor and 
not one -of them had ever offered to escape. Truly it was 
marvellous. 


Some one with a skeptical turn of mind investigated that 


prison a little more thoroughly, and found that the open, un- 
fenced fields in which the prisoners remained "on their honor" 
were nearly surrounded by impassable swamp_s, and on the one 
open side was kept a pack of bloodhounds, ready for instant 
use in an emergency! 


There has been too much of camouflage in exhibiting prison 


systems. What the public wants is: The elimination of-need- 
less cruelty; reasonable attention to making prisoners over 
into decent citizens; but an absence of-mushy sentimentalism 
or the tendency to make penal institutions over into pleasure 
palaces. 


Somewhere between the two extremes is a zone of common 


sense. Let our administrators of prisons strive to discover that 
zone and establish their standards within it.—Traveller.

States for four years, lie was sworn in 
as a special assistant secretary of the 
interior department. Mr. Davis was 
governor of Idaho from Jan. 6. 1919, 
to Jan. 1, 1923. having been re-elected 
:o a second term in November, 1920. 
His home is at American Falls, Idaho, 
where he was president of the First 
National Bank of that city until May, 
1922, \vh~en he retired from the bank- 
ing business. He was also president 
of the Idaho State Bankers' Associa- 
tion in 191S and a member of the Ida- 
ho Senate in 1912 and 1914. He was a 
delegate to the 
Fwepubllcan" national 


convention In 1921. Born in Wales in 
187S, former Governor Davis came to 
America in his infancy. 
After 
he 


worked as a coal miner, he became 
clerk In the store ol a coal company in 
Dawson, la., when 10 years old. Later 
he went to the states of Washington 
and Idaho wh.ere he organized.several 
banks. As governor ot Idaho he called 
a meeting ot the governors of the arid 
and semi-arid states and formed the 
Western States Reclamation Associa- 
tion, o£ which he was elected president 
in 1919 and still holds that position. He 
has made a study of land reclamation 
and Is familiar with problems of the 
far west. While governor of Idaho the 
Grand Army of the Republic oJ that 
state made him an honorary member.

AT CHRIST CHURCH 


Rev. F. c. Sowerbutts, formerly ol 


St, Timothys Church, Brooklyn, N. Y., 
will give the Lenten address at the 
service at Christ church this evening 
at seven-thirty o'clock and should be 
heard by a large congregation. 


Father Sowerbutts . was In the war, 


having enlisted' as a. private in the 
Canadian Field Artillery. 


Any reader who knows the condi- 


tions which existed in the trenches 
will known what a wonderful thing It 
was, for the service men to have a jnln 
ister of Christ's Gospel- with them. The 
writer recalls an incident when he was 
in the front line trenches, the particu- 
lar trench was KIT, In front of Kem- 
mel, signaller. One signallers duties 
was to operate the trench telephones. 
And if any reader was there will know 
that the Canadian trenches were just 
tibout 40 yards from the German front 
line (this was in January 1915). We 
had to. take four hour shifts on the 
telephone, with receivers continually to 
our ear, lying in a dugout just about 
room enough for two men to He com- 
fortable in, but not room enough' to 
stand upright; when one was kneeling 
the head touched the roof of the dug- 
out. The writer was on duty taking his 
four hour shift when a message came 
through for all signal stations along 
the sector which his 
-battalion was 


holding, to stand by for a message. The 
writer thought of course, as they were 
very frequent In those days, that it 
was some news of the enemy's move- 
ment going to be received but to his 
surprise over the wire came a man's 
voice singing in a low tone, a hymn, 
which to the writer's 
mind. 
Is the 


sweetest song he ever heard, the hymn 
was "My" God and Father While I, 
Stray." The song was being sung by 
a minister of the Methodist church.He 
had enlisted as a private In the 25th 
battalion, 
Canadian 
Expeditionary 


Force for the very same reasons that 
the Rev. Father Sowerbutts did; just 
to be a man amo'Hfe men and diffuse 
Christ's teachings, by precept 
and" 


example, among them. The fact that a 
bullet, bomb, shell, gas, mine, 
and 


all tha other death dealing things be- 
ing used would end his life at any mo- 
ment,* did not enter his mind at all, his 
sole aim was to serve Christ in the 
way he thought Christ would want him 
to serve. During his service' in France 
Father Sowerbutts was badly wounded 
and to the .present day the results of 
his wounds is apparent, he being part- 
ly paralyzed down one side. He served 
until the last possible moment and af- 
ter demobilization when the war was 
over he volunteered for service In the 
Dutch East Indies and anyone who has 
been there knows that it is a death 
trap for Europeans. 
After 
eighteen 


months in that climate his health so 
suffered that he was compelled to leave 
it and returned to this country via 
Australia. 


The writer received a letter from 


him and the last paragraph thereof 
sums up- the noble 
character of the 


man. He said: "I do not know that I 
can. boast of any wonderful experien- 
ces 'except that I -came through al- 
right," -and these are the words of a 
man who has faced almost certain 
•death thousands of times and lain just 
outside the gates of eternity 
every 


second of the years he spent in France, 
Belgium and Flanders as a gunner 
with the.field artillery.

For 
Instance, after keeping open the loop 
around the Plains all winter, ' the last 
storm closed that part on the Isling- 
ton street side so that no cars are 
run beyond the standpipe but go to 
the Plains on the Middle street side. 
This is due to the fact that'the rails 
on -the Islington street side are low 
and' the heavy thaw before the last 
storm resulted in their being under 
water. They froze In solid over night, 
and the storm came on, thus blocitinig 
the line. 
. The thaw during the day makes the 
car tracks the main outlet for the wa- 
ter, and when this freezes in solid at 
night as it has:been doing, it means 
that the snow plow must be run at 
frequent Intervals during the night 
to keep the ice broken. 


The road has had a wonderful rec- 


ord this winter in face of the toughest 
winter In Its existence, and there. Is 
not a man on the road but who 'will 
be glad when there is once more open 
ground.
